THE AUSTRIAN CREDIT. 
IT 18 GRANTED FOR THE PURPOSE OF MOBILI- 
ZATION. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 

Loxpox, March 13—6 a. m.—Count An- 
drassy, in a speech to the Hungarian Delega. 
tions, definitely stated yesterday that Austria 
would oppose the extension of Bulgaria to 
the Zigean Sea, and its occupation by Russian 
troops for more than six months. On the 
conclusion of the speech the Delegations unan- 
imously voted a credit of 60,000,000 florins, 
specifying distinctly that the money was ap- 
propriated specifically for the mobilization 
of the army should it be necessary to defend 
Austro-Hungarian interests. 

GREECE MAY COME,IN. 
Russia has acquiesced in England's propo- 


sition to it Greece to the Congress, and 
it is ho that the Congress will assemble 


befove end of the first week in April; but 
there are so many points yet unsettled 
that no feeling of certainty exists hero as to 
the date of assembling. In fact, the 
Congress is not favorably regarded in En- 
gland as likely to produce any satisfactory 
or permanent ‘result, and, while of course 
it is expected that England will take part in 
it, the final result is so uncertain 
that few people will take much interest in 
it until its sittings are actually in progress.

It is evident that the arrangement has been 
made merely for effect, and most of the rail- 
road managers themselves do not hesitate to 
stigmatize it asa fraud and delusion. The in- 
sincerity of the getters-up of this pool can best 
be seen by the fact that the agreement pro- 
vides that the live-stock busivess sball be ex- 
cluded from its operations. This is as much as 
to say that this business shall remain controlled 
by the Eveners’ Ring,” one of the most abom- 
mable and corrupt rings ever established. 80 
obnoxious has it already become that, as a 
final resort, the outraged public has petitioned 
Congress to step in and provide relief, as shown 
in a three-column dispatch from Washington 
in yesterday’s Tripuns. It is a well-estab- 
lished fact that the three live-stock eveners 
receive aunually, for doing little or no service, 
from one to two millions of dollars, all of which 
comes out of the pockets of the people and 
those shippers who are not eveners. No one 
supposes that the three live-stock eveners are 
allowed to divide this immense sum among 
themselves; it is more thau likely that the bulk 
of it finds its way into the capacious pockets of 
some of the railroad managers. Rumor poftits 
directly to three or four managers whoget a cer- 
tain stipulated amount of these profits. It is 
for this reason and none other that the live- 
stock business was not inciuded in the new pool.

While the Commissioners could do it equally 
well if not better without charging a cent be- 
sides their regular salary. As long as the rail- 
roads can afford thus to squander millions, th 
argument that the new pool had to be form 
in order to save them from utter ruin will have 
but little weight with the public.

BURIED IN THE SNOW. 


Account of the Recent Fearfal Storm in 
Wyoming—Loss of Life and Great De- 
struction of Live Stock. 

Suzaman, Wyo,, March 12.—On Thursday 
about. midnight a storm of snow and wind set 
in, covering the entire country from Green River, 
W., to North Platte, Neb., a distance of 550 
miles. It proved to be by far the severdst 
starm known since the construction of the 
Union Pacific Railroad. The storm continued 
without abatement antil Sunday morn 
ing, makiag it impossible tor a per- 
son to go out without almost certain 
death. Since the storm has subsided the bodies 
of a number of persons have been found who 
died from exposure.

THE LYNCHING OF A WOMAN.

Ricumonp, Va., March 12.—The lynching of 
the colored woman, Charlotte Harris, in Rock- 
ingham County, eighteen miles from Harr.son- 
burg, last week, on the suspicion of instigating 
a barn-burning, has caused a ercat deal of com- 
ment and indignation in this city, but as yet no 
reward has been offered by the Governor for the 
apprehension of the Ku-Kiux who did the lynch- 
ing. I bave received a telegram from Rocking- 
ham to-day saying that public sentiment favor- 
ed lynch law in this case, showing that the 
morals of the community are at a low ebb. 

It turns out that while there were only a few 
masked men in the party who went to the Con- 
stable’s house where the woman, Charlotte 
Harris, was under 
there were about 
who stood on and the 
hanging. Many who participated in the cere- 
mony were unmasked. The country is mount- 
alnous and wild, and the inhabitants are of the 
plain put well-to-do sort. They are said to 
thirst for biood, and in the Penitentiary now 
are several murderers from Rockingham. 

The hanging of Charlotte Harris was of a pe- 
culiarty fi-udish character. The black-jack tree 
to which she was tied was pulled down to the 
ground by five men, then when the victim was 
made secure one of the, party said, Here she 
goes,” and with the remark let loose. Tue 
biack-jack nad a stiff spring, and the woman 
was flung clear over and dangled down on the 
other side. She struggled for some time, and 
died in horrible agony. So goes the report in 
Rockingham, where it seems the details have 
leaked out, and the affair is generally discussed. 
It was in the same locality that Louisa Law- 
son, a white woman, murdered her busband 
about a year ago. She was sentenced to be 
hung, but the sentence was commuted by Gov. 
Kemper. 

Au Anquirer correspondcnt interviewed a gen- 
tleman from Rockingham to-day, who said that 
ever since Louisa Lawson was ieft off with im- 
prisonment, the people of that section had re- 
solved to lynch the first persons te whom 
there was a suspicion of crime. There have 
been nine murders iv Rockingham within a half- 
duzen years.

RIGNOLD’S JEWELRY. ~

New York, March 12.—To-day George Rig- 
nold, the actor, was summoned to police head- 
quarters to see some jewelry sent to New York 
by Chief-of-Police Hickey, of Chicago. Mr. 
Rignold immediately recognized a gold watch 
and chain, a pair of sleeve-buttons, and a medal 
of his property which was stolen on the 10th 
of June last at the New York Hotel, when ap- 
parel and jewelry worth $3,400 and $600 in 
money —— mysteriously from his apart - 
ment while he and Mrs. Rignold were at dinner. 
At the time of the robbery. a chambermaid, 
Jane Thomas, was suspected, but the détectives 
hesitated about arresting ber. Immediately 
after the robbery she left the hotel and went to 
Chicago with a man with whom she lived, and 
their conduct attracted the attention of the 
police there. Detectives ascertained that they 
pledged many articles of jewelry, and last 
month the man was arrested, but the 
woman escaped and her whereabouts was not 
known. At the time of the robbery circulars 
were zent out, and Chief Hickey received one. 
The jewelry pledged by the woman and her 
companion was found to answer the Jescription 
of Mr. old’s property. 8 Hickey 
corresponded with Supt. Walling, Who asked 
that the jewelry be sent to New York, with the 
above result.

DOUBLE MURDER IN TEXAS. 
. Diapatch ta St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

San Antonio, Tex,, March 11.—A few days 
since a traveler came across the bodies of two 
men near Rage Pass, on the Rio Grande. The 
discovery was reported to the authorities of Mav- 
erick County, who investigated it, when it was 
developed the men were R. W. Berry, a New 
York gentleman, who had recently established a 
sheep rapche on the border, and a trusted 
Mexican employe. It was also ascertained 
that two well-known Mexicans had left Eagle 
Pass with Berry and his herd. Deputy-Sheriff 
McCabe went in pursuit of the suspicious 
parties, riding night and day, and following 
them to Santa Rosa, about 100 miles in the inte- 
rior of Mexico, where he found them. Their 
arrest accomplished, the pair were rushed to 
this side of the river without to the ex- 
traditicun treaty, and lodged in Maverick Coun- 
ty Jail. This was done last Friday. The mur- 
derers, after shooting deceased, built a fire 
over their legs, which were burned to a crisp. 
The murder is eonsidered the foulest and most 
brutal, and oniy equaled by the San Elizario 
massacre, pear EI Paso, when the victims of 
Greaser rage were sliced with knives, back- 
bones broken, bodies forced into corn-sacks and 
thrown into awell. Information comes that 
the Mexicans just arrested confess the crime. 


ANOTHER DEFAULTER.

Prrrsnund, Pa., March 12.—A rather extraor- 
dinary case of embezzlement was developed 
here to-day. The Iron City Insurance Company 
is winding up its business, and an examination 
of the books to-day showed a shortage of funds 
amounting to about $12,000. ‘rhe Secretary of 
the Company, Col. Dayid Campbell, was at 
once suspected, and he was arrested, and gave 
bail in $5,000 to answer at court. The President 
of the Company says he has positive proof 
of Campbell’s guilt. This same Campbell 
was formerly Colonel of the © Duquesne 
Grays, and is at present President 
of their civil organization. He has hitherto 
moved in the most aristocratic circles of Pitts 
burg, a man of rare accomplishments, 
of tried valor on the fleld of battle, and of fine 
business ability. He has a family of great re- 
spectability, who are overwheimed by tue 
calamity. It is supposed that Campbell fell 
into evil practices, requiring more money than 
he could earn honorably, and that he resorted 
to embezziem ake up the deficiency.

Is over;—it lasted from 8 o’clock till about alt- 
@ast 11,—and the contestants have retired, 
wearied doubtless, and anxious as to the 


decision the public will arrive at 
but conscious of having done their, 
duty. McCormick Hall was filled full 


to the brim by a fashionable and most attentive 
audience, and, contrary to the usual custom 
of fashionable audiences, the majority kept 
their seats tothe end. But this was the result 
of a clever bit of management, in placing 
the most enticing feature of the evening at the 
very end of the programme. The city is full of 
readers just now, each one ardent in the pursuit 
of fame and fortune, each one ready 
to sacrifice time and talent for 
the benefit of some institution, —a church, a 
hospital, anything that fashionable society take 
an interest in,—and equally ready to make 
society reciprocate when the time comes 
for an individual benefit. It will 
be encouraging to them all to 
know that public readings have become high- 
ly popular, and therefore remunerative, enter- 
tainments. It is fair to presume that the tour- 


nament of last evening will de the 
foundation of a series of such, 
that may, for a season, eclipse the 


attractions of the stage. It is also reasonable 
to assume that the success of the venture will 
induce elocutionists of all sorts to come hither 
and hire halls, and talk us to sieep nightly. In 
that case the name of George Carpenter will 
be cherished with gratitude and love, and our 
children will arise up and call him blessed. It 
is just possible, however, that the interest 
manifested in the elocutionary avalanche at 
McCormick Hall was largely owing to the 
vresence of the veteran James E. Murdoch, 
who was the star,“ and George Vandenhof, 


whose reputation as a reader nas 
not waned; while the lesser lights 
bad each ‘their coteries of friends that 


helped to swell the audience and keep up the 
applause. Of the entertainment as a whole, it 
may be said that it was a good thing, 
only there was a littl too much of 
it. It was quite evident that had not 
Mr. Murdoch’s second reading 
very bottom of the programme the entire audi- 
ence would have gone home at the conclusion of 
the first part, it being then close on 10 o’clock. 
That is universally conceded to be late enough 
for any lecture programme, however ravishing.

She 
read first a sentimental poem, Good 
Night, Papa, and then a humorous 
sketch, “‘The Centennial Boy,” and in 
response to an enthusiastic encore gave The 
Trials of Uncle Reuben.“ In all of these she 
displayed yemarkable gifts of voice and intel- 
lectual appreciation. kets of flowers were 
given her, and she retired amid storms of ap- 
plause. ’ 

Mrs. Laura E. Dainty followed this with one 
ol her charming dialect recitations, ‘* Brother 
Anderson’s Sermon,“ which she rendered very 
cleverly, although her voice was not quite up 
to ite usual scrength, and, responding to a re- 
call, she gave a pretty little child picture, which 
captivated the audience. 

Then came Murdoch, who has not been seen 
on a Chicago platform for many vears. He read 
Bulwer's translation ot Schiller's poem, The 
Diver, and read it grandiy. His fine voice has 
lost nothing of its sonorous ring, nor has age 
dimmed his power of making everything seem 
sublime that he lends that voice to enunciate. 
The effect of his reading was as if a 
grand organ had begun an anthem after the tink- 
ling of guitars and pianos. His swept 
all the others for the moment into insignificance. 
At tne close he gave a magnificent. ren- 
dering of the Lord’s Prayer, prefaced by a 
poem. descriptive of the death of a Union sol- 
dier, which served as an appropriate excuse for 
reading what he said he would not do as a mere 
elocutionary effort. Mr. Murdoch, it is needless 
to say, carried off the hovors of the evening, 
and, it should de added, that Miss Couthoui

New Hampshire Republicans Suc- 
cessful in Yesterday's 
Election. 


Prescott Probably Elected Gov- 
ernor by 2,000 Majority. 


A Republican Majority in Both Branches 
. of the Legislature. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE ELECTION. 

Portsmoutu, N. H., March 12.—At half-past 
1 o’clock the bulk of the votes were polled, and 
the preponderance was in favor of the Repub- 
licans. The Greenbackers rejoiced at the unex- 
pected vote for their fayorites. 

Boston, Mass., March 12.— Ad vices from New 
Hampshire indicate that a very full vote is 
being cast. At noon, at Concord, the vote was 
not materially different from that at the same 
hour last year, Prescott, Republican, having a 
majority in all the wards heard from. 

At Nashua the indications are ‘that Cook 
(Dem.) will be elected Mayor by a small majori- 
ty, while it is reported that McKean (Dem.), for 
Governor, is running ahead of his ticket in sev- 
eral wards. 

Exeter elected a Republican Representative 
to the Legislature by a large majority. 

At Keene the Republicans elected their Rep- 
resentative—a Republican gain. 

At Littleton the Democratic local ticket was 
elected by about 80 majority, and Bethlehem 
gives a Democratic majority. 

At Manchester the Republicans claim the 
election of the city ticket by areduced majority. 

A small Republican majority at Dover is in- 
dicated by the noon returns. Up to 1 o'clock 
no decisive returns affecting the Gubernatorial 
ticket had been received. | 

Boston, March 12.—Seventy towns in New 
Hampshire give Prescott (Republican) 11,770; 
McKean, 10,755; scattering, 191. The same 
towns last year gave Prescott 12,001; Marcy, 
10,447; and scattering, 106. Republican net loss, 
617. The same relative loss throughout the 
State will make the choice of Governor by the 
popular vote very doubtful, and probably throw 
the election in the Legislature. 

Returns from New Hampshire to 9 p. m. indi- 
cate the election of eighty Republican and sixty- 
five Democratic members of the Legislature.

excitement ever known in Hanover occurred 
over the election. Objections to ex-United 
States Senator James W. Patterson caused a 
bolt of a portion of the Republicans, who united 
with the Democrats for his defeat. Patterson 
was declared elected by one majority. A promi- 
nent Republican who counted the votes with 
the officials claimed a mistake of one in the 
first count, and demanded a recount. This was 
refused, and Patterson was declared elected. 

ConcorpD, N. H., March 12.—The vote of 150 
towns and cities gives Prescott (Republican) 
29,342, McKean (Democrat) 26,660, and scatter- 
ing 525. Last year the same places gave Pres-

‘THE TRADE-DOLLAR. 


Bankers and Business-Men of the Pacific 
Coast Anxious to Still Send 6,000,000 of 
Them to China Every Year. 

Saw Francisco, March 12.—Your correspond- 
ent to-day interviewed a number of prominent 
baukers and busipess-men on the contemplated 
action of the House Committee ‘on Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures to abolish the trade 
dollar. But one opinion was expressed: that 
the proposed action is an indirect blow at the 
interests of the country, and especially the Pa- 
cific Coast.

Break-Up of the Icarian Commune — Pro- 
posed Restoration of the Death-Penalty— 
A Centenarian—State Retrenchment. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Moines, Ia., March fi.—Last summer this 
correspondence gave TH# TRIBUNE an extended 
account of the French Commune of Icarians iu 
Adams County, this State, in which it was 
prophesied that a few months would solve the 
problem upon which the organization was 
founded. 80 it has. The Commune has “ bust- 
ed, and a fight in the courts has already begun 
over the spoils. Two factions claim to be the 
legal successors, to the property and franchises 
of the Commune. 

: THE HANGMAN’S KNOT. 

There is no mistaking the clear majority in 
the present Legislature for the restoration of 
the death-penalty for murder. Early in the 
session several bills were presented to that end. 
Among them were two, in the Senate and House 
which were alike, except that the House bill 
fixed the penalty at death or imprisonment for 
life, the jury to determine which; while tne 
Senate bill only provided the death-ne nalty. 
Ihe Senate, a week ago, after two days’ discus- 
sion, on Friday passed its bill and sent it to the 
House, where it was sent to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Last Friday the House took up its 
bill, and, after a struggle the whole day,— 
the opposition resorting to all possible tactics, 
—passed the bill to a third reading. 
It not having two-thirds majority, the rules 
could not be suspended, so it had to go over 
one day. The next morning the friends of the 
bill discovered that they had been euchered, for, 
if they pushed their bill through and sent it to 
the Senate, that body would indignantly sit 
down on it, having passed a similar bill. The 
House must now reverse its action, got back to 
the starting point, get the Senate bill up, add 
the unprisonment clause, and send it back. 
This will pees up the whole debate again. The 
Senate will not accept the House amendment, 
and the House will not recede; so that the bill 
will fail solely on that point. 

ONE HUNDRED YEARS. 
A few. days since, William McLauchlin died 
in High Township, Washington County, 
aged 105 years and 8 months.

MR. MATTESON 

said he had first known Mr. Wilson in 1851, when 
he was a very young man, and by no means & 
veteran in journalism. He could not speak of him 

rsonally, for he was not intimate with him, but 

e knew him as one of the oldest members in the 
profession. He nad never sought to pass out of 
the ession to step into public office, and this 
Mr. teson esteemed as one of the best thi 
that could be said about him. No man, in 
opinion, could be a good newspaper man and hold 
a public office at the same time. From this sort of 
ambition Mr. Wilson was singularly exempt, and 
this the speaker could not but regard as one of the 
dest outward exemplifications of his admirable 
character. 

Mr. Hans Haerting said that the German people 
heldin grateful remembrance Mr. Wilson’s fear- 
less and untiring zeal in defense of their constitu- 
tional rights. " l 

Mr. A. C. Hesing remembered Mr. Wilson as 
one of his first acquaintances on coming to Chica- 
go. In him, during his many years’ residence in 
Chicago, he had found atrue friend. He should 
never forget the resolution pledging IIIinois to 
Abraham Lincoln for United States Senator, in- 
troduced by Mr. Wilson in the Springfield Conven- 
tion. In Mr. Wilson's death the press and the 
community had lost an honored man and a good, 
noble-hearted citizen. 

Mr. Elias Colbert said it was not by any means 
true of every man that his death simply mace a 
hole in the water, which was immediately closed 
up. It was given to some men to leave their mark 
in the world. Such a man was Mr. Wilson, whose 
memory would be respected as that of a man who 
had deen highly useful in his profession and an 
ornament to society. 

Mr. Alfred Dutch spoke in the warmest terms of 
Mr. Wilson's firm friendship. 

Mr. Frank Gilbert desired to add his word of 
tribute. Asa supordinate, he had found Mr. Wil- 
son a trusty friend. While he never dictated what 
should go into the paper, he impressed his person- 
ality upon it ina remarkable manner. He could 
say that Mr. Wilson never wrote a flat or pointiess 
thing, but was always pungent and poignant in 
what he had to say in his editorial utterances. All 
his subordinates looked upon him asa friend, and 
regarded it asa privilege to be so esteemed by 
him.

MEETING AT THE TABERNACLE. 

A grand temperance rally, under the auspices of 
the Women's Christian Temperance Union, to bid 
farewell to Dr. Reynolds, was held atthe Taber- 
nacle last evening. The attendance was large, the 
main floor being fully half-filled, and the galleries 
having a good showing. Nearly 4,000 people were 


present in all. 

At S o’clock Dr. Reynolds announced that the 
exercises would begin with the hymn, ** Hold the 
Fort. The chorus by the audience was very 
effective. The choir then gave Whosoever 
Heareth.” Dr. Reynolds then read the Crusade 
Psalm (the one bundred and forty-sixth) as an ap- 


propriate selection. 

The Rev. Dr. Willing, of the Methodist Church, 
offered prayer, appealing most eloquently for the 
Reform Clubs and the red ribtn men. 

Dr. Reynolds then introduced as the first speaker 
the President of the first Red Ribbon Club of this 
Mr. F. W. Porter. He thanked God that he 
brought through the Son to the error of his 
ways. He represented the class of moderate 
drinkers— those men who drank a social glass. His 
declaration that he would not drink for fifty years 
oo he had crank for twenty years) was greet- 
ed with applause. His Club numbered over 100, 
and much work was being done. 

Dr. Reynolds introduced a hero, John B. 
Wood. He said that ten years ago he was a moder- 
ate drinker, but he became a hard drinker. The 
man who drank at all drank too much. The demon 
who lurked in the form of moderate drinking was 
apt to carry away all. The badge which he wore 
gave the bearer great 2 and he hoped all 
young men would wear i 

Mr. A. B. Fuller said he had received and enjoy- 
ed so much that he wished to communicate it all. 
It was scarcely seven weeks ago that he was stag- 
gering through the streets, — recovering from an 
attack of the jim-jams. They audience could all 
get them if they wished. The young man who 
was . now would surely get them if he 
kept on. is turning was due to his accidentally 
happening into Farwell Hall to an afternoon meet- 
ing. What he wus there the saloonkeepers had 
made him; what he was now was what God had 
made him.

Presiding-Eider Willing, of the Methodist 
Church, thought it was a privilege to be present 
and say amen.

The Kalamazoo Trial Getting Long Enough 


to Secure a Verdict of Emotional Insan- 
ity. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
KALAMAZOO, Mich., March 12.— There has been 
a crowded Court-House all day to hear witnesses 
on the part of the defense testify to the insan- 
ity of the plaintiff in the Newcomer vs. Van 


Deusen case. 

At the opening of court this morning Mrs. 
Manchester, an attendant at the Asylum, was 
recalled and cross-cxamined as to the treatment 
of the plaintiff while in the Asylum. 

The next witness was John Snyder, who stated 
that the plaintiff acted at Albion like one in- 
sane, and told him that if he went up-stairs she 
(the plaintiff) would kill him by cutting his head 
off. He was very positive that she was insane 
before going to the Asylum. 

Mary E. Patterson was next sworn, and cor- 
roborated previous testimony as to the insanity 
of the plaintiff at the Asylum. 

Miss Ida Manchester did likewise. 

In the afternoon witnesses from Battle Creek 
were sworn to impeach the testimony of Dr. 
George Newcomer, husband of the plaintiff, 
whose deposition was read during the fore part 
of the trial, and which was very strongly in 
favor of the plaintiff’s sanity. For this purpose 
Messrs. Andys, Metcaif, Young, Noble, and 
Bartlett, all of Battle Creek, were placed upon 
the stand, and they stated that, in their opin- 
ion, the general reputation of Dr. George New- 
comer for truth and veracity, while he resided 
at Battle Creek, was bad. 

Miss McNeil, another attendant, was then 
sworn. She denied the plaintiff’s story about 
her Asylum life, and testified strongly in the 
interests of the defense. 

Miss Ella Pike, now connected with the Osh- 
kosh Insane Asylum, but in the employ of the 
Kalamazoo Asylum during the plaintiff’s con- 
finement, corroborated the testimony of the 
—— witness, and stated that Miss Bixby, 

he plaintiff’s witness, first told her, in reply to 
a question, that Mrs. Newcomer was as crazy as 
ever. 

The Court adjourned for the day at this point, 
and the defense claim that they have proven the 
insanity of the plaintiff beyond all question and 
impeached the testimony of Dr. George New- 
comer. It is needless to say that this is em- 
— denied by the counsel for the plain- 
tilt. 

The Court, at several points during the prog- 
ress of the case, bas informed the parties to the 
suit that they are taking too much time with 
the trial of the case, and the counsel have now 
heeded the advice, an@ the case will soon ter- 
minate. To-morrow will probably see most of 
the testimony in, and the case will doubtless go 
to the jury on Thursday.

CUTTING DOWN. 


‘ THE MUNICIPAL KNIFE 
is sharpened, and by Monday the heads will be- 
ginto drop off. An experiment, to try the 
edge, was made yesterday, seven policemen be- 
ing decapitated. Four were attached to South 
Side stations, one to the Armory, and two to 
the North Side. All were probationers. The 
order had not left the Chief’s office an hour be- 
fore Ald. Lawler turned up. His toes had been 
trodden upon. O! but he was angry. He 
couldn’t see the necessity for aropping those 
men. Supt. Hickey said that was what was the 
matter. He was held responsible for the police 
appropriation, and he couldn’t keep men on the 
force when there Was no money to pay them. 
There would have to be a reduction of from 
80 to 100, and thre@ stations must be closed 
up. The Mayor had ordered it, and he must obey. 
Ald. Lawler got so wild that he couldn’t talk even 
irrationally. It was a shame to deprive the 


people of protection. In his ward, the people 
paid their taxes, and their property should be 

ed. “ Why don’t you take all the police- 
men from the South Side? The people there 
don’t want any protection. They don’t pay for 
it.” The Superintendent said that what re- 
mained of the forve would be distributed so as 
to protect all alike. Ald. Lawler wanted the 
Chief to let up, and not @ischarge any more 
men until the appropriation became a law—ten 
days from now. It has to be published first.“ 
The Superintendent said he would if the Coun- 
cil ordered him to do it. But almost three 
months of the year had gone by, and a quarter 
of the appropriation was nearly absorbed, and 
the cutting~lown must be done at once or 200 
men would have to be discharged in order 
to keep within the 85 per cent. Lawler was 
disgusted. He could get no satisfaction from 
the Chief. Then he turned on a TRIBUNE re- 
porter and ranted about the South Side tax- 
payers who bad put the 7 into a hell's hole,“ 
and about the Atizens“ tion. He said 
the small taxpayem on the West Side wauld 
organize and fight their taxes. Poe wouldn't 
be content to pay and let the 80 Side fel- 
lows get their protection for nothing. If the 
question came up in the Council he would vote 
to shut up shop entirely, and let the people sce 
what the results of tax-fighting were. He 
abused Ald. Pearsons, who had induced Alder- 
men to vote for the $290,000 contingent fund by 
telling them tnat it was to be used in making 
up the salaries of the policemen and fire- 
men. But it turned out 
money was to pay the

Very fow boats are launched, but sev- 
oral of our anglers succeeded in capturing sixty- 
five of the beauties from the Newberry stcam- 
boat landing with the hook and various kinds 
of bait. This is a very unusual run of cisco, as 
they only appear about ten days in Junc, when 
the cisco fly“ is on the wing. It is accounted 
for from the fact that upwards of 9,000,000 of 


game fish have been propagatcd during the past 
five years and turned loose in the lake, and it is 
supposed that these new fish are driving the 
cisco from their old winter haunts at the bot- 
tom of the deepest portions of the lake. The 
California salmon in particular are believed to 
occupy the same feeding grounds as the cisco. 
It is feared that this remarkable fish will become 
extinct in this lake in a few years.
